Happy 
would it be for us, if they were ascircumfpett ia Points 
of greater Importance, The Government in any Coun- 
try may force the People to take bad Moncey, that is, 
may oblige them to receive it for more than itis 
wotth; bat they cannot do this without fhewin 
what they do. ‘Tie Edi@® which does the Wrong is 
the Evidence of the Wrong; and there can be no 
manner of Doubt about it. But when wicked and 
defigning Men go about to delude the People with 
falic Money, they take all the Precautions that are 
pofible, and exercife the utmoft Stretch of Fraud in 
order to fupply the Place of Authority. Then again, 
when once this couoterfeit Coin is circulated, the 
Danger is in a manner over, the Guinea may be found 
naught, afd what then? Either no body did it, or 
an innocent Perfon is fufpeéted. This is exadtly the 
Cafe of Oppreffion by Power and by Faction. Whea- 
ever an Rdrainiftration exceeds the Bounds fix'd it by 
Law, its Exceffes may be aflign’d. But when a Fa- 
&ion,; under the Name of the People, tranfgrefs the 
Bounds of Obedience, they plead I know not what 
original Right ; and when you talk to them of Law 
er Reafon, they rell you the Multirude only can 
judge of eicher ; tho’ in Fa& this iatallible Rabble is 
at that very Time aéting under the Influcnce of a 
Few.

muft afume this Infallibiliry to themfelves,. or they 
muft fuffer us to examine th-ir Pretences by the fgme 
Rules by which they examine others, and believe or 
disbelieve them on fame Evidence, which is ail 
that the Friends of the Miniftry conrend for..
